Pesticides should be phased out - DEAB

"I think it's correct to go 
to Operational Services and 
administration to come up 
with a plan," said Dolha. "I 
think this is a positive step 
forward." 

In the presentation 
Whitfield cited the negative 
affects of pesticides, told 
Council that dandelions 
should not be targeted and of¬ 
fered other ways of managing 
weeds in the Town limit. 

"Pesticides harm and kill 
numerous non-target species," 
said Whitfield adding that 
those species were an impor¬ 
tant part of the agricultural 
and natural process. Whitfield 
added that pesticides continue 
to persist in soil, water and 
wildlife even after ceased be¬ 
ing used. 

He said there were better 


Whitmore's report," said 
DEAB member Jason 
Whitfield, about the report 
given to Council earlier in the 
week. 

The recommendation was 
made in an estimated 20 
minute power-point presenta¬ 
tion made to Council by 
Whitfield. After the presenta¬ 
tion was made to Councillors, 
a vote was made to send the 
issue to Operational Services 
so that a recommendation 
could come from there. 
Whitfield expressed disap¬ 
pointment saying he thought 
Council would address the is¬ 
sue after the presentation. 

Councillor Gary Dolha said 
that Council was not yet in a 
position to make such a deci¬ 
sion that could have "wide 
range implications". 


ways of managing weeds such 
as hot water and vinegar and 
taking better care of green ar¬ 
eas by aerating soil, 
dethatching and fertilizing. 

"Dousing them with pesti¬ 
cides is not going to solve the 
problem,” said Whitfield. The 
four-year recommendation to 
phase out pesticide use in¬ 
cluded an immediate ban on 
the use of all municipal prop¬ 
erties in year one and the es¬ 
tablishment of a pesticide reg¬ 
istry (which would be re¬ 
moved in year four). 

The ban would extend to all 
property municipal and resi¬ 
dential that is located within 
100 metre of a registered 
property during year two and 
three and a complete ban 
would be implemented in year 
four. 


The Didsbury Environmen¬ 
tal Advisory Board (DEAB) 
has recommended to ban the 
use of pesticides within the 
Town limits over a four-year 
period. According to the 
group’s recommendation, a 
general ban of pesticide use, 
applicable to all properties 
within the Town of Didsbury 
Municipal limits, would be 
the finishing touches of a four- 
year plan that would phase 
the use of pesticides out. 
Council requested the group 
give a presentation regarding 
the use of pesticides in Dids¬ 
bury last month. 

"DEAB recommends that 
Council begin the process to 
create a by-law similar to the 
sample Appendix A in Deb

Ticket numbers jump with 
second County Constable

the number of tickets that were 
being issued and didn't want 
farmers to feel they were being 
preyed on during a busy har¬ 
vest season. 

"If you see some of these 
farmers hauling three or four 
kilometres from the field - do 
you look the other way?", 
Derksen asked the constable. 
"These farmers are trying to 
beat the weather and the clock. 
I am concerned that they are 
going to think we are going af¬ 
ter them for everything.” 

Nelson said he would en¬ 
courage all people to be com¬ 
pliant of the laws, citing their 
own safety and the protection 
of the roads. 

In his report to Council, that 


appeared with in the agenda of 
the regular meeting, Nelson 
said the extra man-power had 
also allowed County Constables 
to do more work in relation to 
illegally disposed garbage. 

"As a results of t he additional 
manpower for the department 
more time was dedicated to de¬ 
termining the individuals re¬ 
sponsible and ensuring they 
were held responsible for their 
actions," stated the report. 


The first month of having two 
County Constables on the road 
has lead to more infractions 
caught and more tickets issued. 

September was the first full- 
month of having the second 
County Constable patrolling 
the County and the number of 
tickets issues was a huge in¬ 
crease from the month before. 

In September, 55 violation 
tickets were issued as well as 
34 warnings. In August, just 
seven violation tickets were is¬ 
sued as well as three warnings. 

The dollar amount associated 
with the tickets jumped from 
$654 in August to $7,377 in Sep¬ 
tember. 

"It's a matter of more cover¬ 
age out there," said Senior 
County Constable Jayson Nel¬ 
son. "There are more on road 
patrols. When you are on the 
road more you are going to en¬ 
counter more infractions." 

While Nelson said having a 
second constable on the roads 
has given more time for items 
like overloaded trucks; the bulk 
of the tickets are associated 
with speeding. 

Seven speeding tickets in 
September were in excess of 50 
km/h over the posted speed limit 
with three of those being in 100 
km/h zones. One infraction was 
clocked at 172 km/h.

Water billing methods to be 
looked at by new committee 


Mobile Home 
Park owner 
questions policy

The Town of Didsbury's new 
corporate services committee 
will investigate if Didsbury Mo¬ 
bile Home Park owner Jerry 
Sacher is paying too much in 
administration fees for his wa¬ 
ter. 

Town administration re¬ 
ceived a letter from Sacher ask¬ 
ing the Town to make changes 
as to the way utilities are being 
billed - specifically water. 

Currently consumption of 
water at the Mobile Home Park 
is based on one meter and one 
bill is passed on to the park. 


However the Town charges a 
six dollar administration fee per 
month for each of the 103 resi¬ 
dences. 

According to the agenda at 
last week's regular Council 
meeting, Sacher would like the 
Town to either install a meter 
at each of the residences and 
bill them separately or charge 
just one administration fee. 

Town CAO Evan Parliament 
said Sacher was not looking lor 
the decision being retroactive 
to any particular date and said 
that one extra meter could be 
put in as a trial. 

Councillor Gary Dolha said 
perhaps the Town should be 
looking at the water hilling 
process. 

"If he has only one meter, and 
produces just one bill there 
should be only one charge. The 
guy has a master meter and 


there should only be one bill.” 

Councillor Clem Keulker 
said if the Mobile Park's admin¬ 
istration costs were reduced by 
102 residences then the rest of 
Didsbury's population would be 
forced to pick up the cost. 

"We base our six dollar 
charge on the number of resi¬ 
dences. Others will have to pay 
for the shortfall." 

Director of Operat ional Serv¬ 
ices Jean Lavasseur said the 
administration covers more 
than the meter readings. The 
water lines under the Mobile 
Home Park do not belong to the 
Town. 

Director of Corporate Serv¬ 
ices, Brenda Hemming, told 
Council their decision could 
affect other types of residences 
in town. She said that one me¬ 
ter reading is taken from some 
four-plexes.

Ag. Services Board 
will address 
Fusarium threat

Mountain View County 
Council has sent the issue of 
controlling the spread of 
Fusarium to its Agricultural 
Services Board. 

Concerned with producers 
bringing the disease into the 
area, the County is hoping the 
move will bring some direction 
on how to handle the issue. 

The issue arose at last 
Wednesday's regular Council 
meeting when Councillor Ben 
Penner suggested that per¬ 
haps the County should be 
subsidizing testing for farm¬ 
ers. 

While other Councillors 
didn't necessarily feel that was 
the right approach all believed 
that something needed to be 
done. 

Penner said there has been 
a $400 million annual loss in 
Manitoba because of a lack of 
addressing the issue. 

"In other provinces it has 
become known as the 'hoof 
and mouth' of the grain 
farmer," he said. 

Fusarium head blight, also 
known as scabs or tombstone, 
is a disease of wheat, barley, 
oats and other small cereal 
crops, such as grains and 
corn. 

The disease reduces yield 
and grade and may contami¬ 
nate the grain with fungal tox¬ 
ins. 

The disease favours humid 
conditions and is strongest 
during flowering and early 
stages of kernel development.

(FDK) in wheat are shrunken 
and typically chalky white, 
while fusarium mold on bar¬ 
ley is an orange or black en¬ 
crustation of the seed surface. 
Much of the severely infected 
wheat is poorly filled and may 
be blown out the back of the 
combine because of its low 
kernel weight. 

Councillor Pat James 
wanted to see a motion that 
would clearly address the 
problem, but noted that get¬ 
ting everyone on board to ad¬ 
dress the problem could prove 
difficult. 

"I think that compliance is 
going to be a problem. There 
are mobile seed plants and pri¬ 
vate operations.” 

“I think we need to do 
something that will benefit 
everyone." 

Councillor Dave Derksen 
said that addressing the issue 
was important but was won¬ 
dering if the County step was 
too little too late. 

"Are we a little late in 
putting restrictions on this - 
there has been a lot of feed that 
has come in already."

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Thompson tables a petition containing 
3,117 names from Wild Rose 


The following is a press release issued from 
Myron Thompson's office. 

Ottawa - Myron Thompson, Member of Par¬ 
liament for Wild Rose, yesterday in the House 
of Commons called on Liberal Justice Minis¬ 
ter, Martin Cauchon, to strengthen Canada’s 
child pornography laws. 

Concern over the safety of children has es¬ 
calated since a B.C. Supreme Court decision 
cleared John Robin Sharpe earlier this year 
of two child pornography charges based on 
‘artistic merit’. 

“I was honoured yesterday to present a pe¬ 
tition containing 3,117 names from the con¬ 
stituents of Wild Rose. They are demanding 
that children be protected from sexual preda¬ 
tors who are attempting to exploit them,” said 
Thompson. 

Thompson noted that despite widespread 


public outrage over the court decision that 
described the writings depicting children in 
violent sexual acts with adults as having ar¬ 
tistic merit, the Justice Minister has failed to 
remedy the situation with new legislation. 

“The Justice Minister has a duty to our 
children to act quickly to ensure that more of 
them are not brutalized. Although the Minis¬ 
ter has promised to act, nothing has been 
done. This is an issue that I will be fighting 
until it is properly addressed in concrete leg¬ 
islation,” stated Thompson. 

Thompson’s petition was presented on the 
same day that Focus on the Family Canada 
presented the results of their nationwide cam¬ 
paign to stop child pornography. 

Representatives reported that over 100,000 
petitions have been tabled in Parliament since 
the launch of their campaign last April. 


A push for stronger child protection 
measures at national meeting 


fl'he following was released from MLA Ri¬ 
chard Marz’s office. 

Edmonton - The protection of children and 
families will dominate the agenda when Al¬ 
berta’s Minister of Justice and Solicitor Gen¬ 
eral play host to this fall’s national meeting 
of ministers responsible for justice. 

Justice Minister Dave Hancock will use the 
meeting, to be held Nov. 4-6 in Calgary, to re¬ 
new his call for the federal government to 
adopt stronger child pornography legislation 
and raise the age of consent for sexual activ¬ 
ity from 14 to 16. 

“A government’s most important duty is the 
protection of vulnerable children. Although 


the federal government has said it intends to 
revamp child pornography legislation, Alberta 
wants to be directly involved in this process 
to ensure Canadian laws are strong enough 
to protect children from degradation and 
sexual exploitation,” Hancock said. 

“I am also convinced that raising the age 
of consent will provide another tool to ensure 
that children are protected from sexual preda¬ 
tors.” 

Solicitor General Heather Forsyth supports 
the Justice Minister’s position on child por¬ 
nography, and eagerly anticipates the chance 
to examine the federal government’s proposed 
national sex offender registry legislation. 
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County should be concerned about water - not a building 


Dear Editor, 

The drought made many of 
us aware of how dependant we 
are on water. 

Livestock farming is hard 
to do with dust in our wells 
and dugouts. 

There was so little profit in 
farming, that in order to 
make ends meet, many farm¬ 
ers drained their sloughs and 
blasted beaver dams high. 

The spring run-off is down 
the river system before kids 
get a chance to play in mud 
puddles. 


In order to find out if the 
old saying, “God helps those 
who help themselves” is true, 
we could try water farming. 

Water farming is simply 
that - a farmer allows his low- 
lying land to act as water res¬ 
ervoirs in order to charge up 
to the ground water level and 
he gets paid for it. so he can 
buy himself a fishing rod. 

With a little luck we might 
be able to avoid paying in¬ 
come tax on the rent money 
if we call it a research fund. 

The money is paid to drain 


water into the aquifer; in 
other words, it is down the 
drain and not taxable. 

Industries that use large 
amounts of water should be 
required to establish reser¬ 
voirs and wetlands so our 
ground water level gets 
charged up again. 

If you think water farming 
is a good idea, then contact 
your government representa¬ 
tives and urge them to intro¬ 
duce it. 

Our County has enough 
loose cash to build a fancy 


$5 million-plus County Of¬ 
fice. I think a $1 million reno¬ 
vation or new office is all we 
need. 

That leaves us with $4 mil¬ 
lion for water farming. Four 
million dollars invested at 
five percent brings $200,000 


per year in interest. 

Paying $35 of rent to the 
farmer would pay for 5,714 
acres of lakes or wetlands. 
That is over four acres per 
section of land in the County.

lymph glands. Severe in¬ 
fections can include co¬ 
mas, tremors, paralysis 
and occasionally death. 

West Nile Virus is pri¬ 
marily an infection of 
birds and culicine mosqui¬ 
toes but can also include 
horses and humans as in¬ 
cidental hosts. The cycle 
of the disease for mosqui¬ 
toes and birds usually 
occurs in the spring and 
in late summer for hu¬ 


mans. 

The virus is spread 
through mqsquito bites 
and can cause inflamma¬ 
tion in the spinal cord and 
brain of birds and horses 
and can be deadly. 

According to the U.S.

Health Authority 5 of¬ 
ficials said it was too 
early to tell if a second 
case of the West Nile Vi¬ 
rus existed in the region. 

Following the news of 
the first case of West Nile 
Virus in the province oc¬ 
curring in the Didsbury 
area, laboratory reports 
are now underway on 
another suspected case. 

"We are aware that an 
individual was treated at 
a local hospital with a di¬ 
agnosis of suspected viral 
meningitis," said Dr. 
Margaret Russell, Medi¬ 
cal Officer of Health for 
Health Authority 5. "As 
with all cases of suspect 
viral meningitis, testing 
for the virus is underway 
- this includes testing for 
West Nile Virus. 

"The laboratory test¬ 
ing assists us in tracking 
disease and does not 
change the treatment pro¬ 
tocol for someone pre¬ 
senting signs of viral en¬ 
cephalitis." 

The first confirmed 
case of the West Nile Vi¬ 
rus in Alberta was con¬ 
firmed in the Didsbury 
area and was a patient of 
local doctor Marc Puts. 
The individual was still be 
treated last week. 

Puts is the doctor of 
the second patient as well. 

In a press release. 
Health Authority 5 offi¬ 
cials stated that the lat¬ 
est possible case should 
not alarm people and that 
the risk remains low. It 
does however point out 
the need to be careful 
while travelling to areas 
that are of a higher risk 
of West Nile. Precautions 
include wearing long 
sleeve shirts, using insect 
repellent and avoiding the 
outdoors during dawn 
and dusk.

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County will put itself on the map with GIS system 
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by Carla Victor 

Mountain View County will 
be putting itself on the 21st cen¬ 
tury map with Geographic In¬ 
formation Systems (GIS), Au¬ 
tomated Vehicle Location 
(AVL) and a new Rural Ad¬ 
dressing Program. 

With this up-to-date map¬ 
ping system and rural address¬ 
ing system, planners will be able 
to change county maps as fast 
as the geographical informa¬ 
tion evolves, which isn’t such 
an easy task for such a large 
county that has many develop¬ 
ment pressures. 

Planners will be able to in¬ 
put infrastructure develop¬ 
ments such as roads and 
bridges, development to prop¬ 
erty or any subdivision and 
re-designations, as they hap¬ 
pen, assuring maps are always 
current. In April, administra¬ 
tion was instructed to research 
these commonly used forms of 
technology and report back to 
council. The County has been 
using elementary forms of GIS 
technology since 1997 and

needed to update equipment to 
use the current system to its 
fullest potential. Adding the 
AVL technology to the system 
will provide data used to make 
operating decisions. Harold 
Johnsrude, county commis¬ 
sioner, explained, in his recom¬ 
mendation to council, that the 
AVL system will not be used to 
monitor the performance of em¬ 
ployees. 

"A well designated GIS/AVL 
system will provide the County 
with valuable data for decision 
making. Most of what the 
County does is geographically 
related and, therefore, can be 
mapped using a Global Posi¬ 
tioning Satellite (GPS) technol¬ 
ogy. This includes building de¬ 
velopments, assessments, roads 
and responding to emergen¬ 
cies.” 

GPS is a hand held device 
which transmits your location 
to a satellite. Information is re¬ 
layed to three satellites which 
triangulate your exact location 
anywhere on the earth.

able,” said Johnsrude, in April, 
when the county agreed to fur¬ 
ther investigate their use for 
this technology.

“We are moving into the 21st 
century today,” said Ian 
Harvie, County Reeve. 

Olds Fire Chief Jack 
Macintosh said his fire district 
has already been mapped out 
with GPS and the information 
has been input into the General 
Fleet Information (GFI) system 
who will most likely sell the 
information to the county when 
and if they buy into their sys¬ 
tem. He said adding this new 
technology to Mountain View 
will provide residents with 
quicker responses by emer¬ 
gency services and allow the 
county to track their vehicles. 


For example, if the County 
Constable was to leave his ve¬ 
hicle for any situation he would 
be able to set a timer in the car 
that would notify head office he 
was in need of assistance if he 
did not return to the vehicle in 
a specified amount of time. 

“I believe there has been a 
number of times that it took us 
longer to get to a location than 
it should have because of roads 
that may have been dead-ended 
or closed because of construc¬ 
tion and this type of system will 
end that,” said Macintosh. 

Capital costs for this tech¬ 
nology will exceed $82,000. 
Annual costs to maintain the 
systems are predicted to go as 
high as $40,825 per year.

braking system checked before the cold winter ar¬ 
rives. Many people don't realize just how much the 
cold weather can affect their brakes. Colder tempera¬ 
tures can harden rubber parts and cause them to 
crack under pressure. 

There are also certain types of brakes that let wa¬ 
ter or snow penetrate the mechanism, particularly if 
the small rubber plug is missing (in the case of drum 
brakes), causing the mechanism to freeze. You might 
be surprised by how common it is for some vehicles 
to have one or more brakes frozen solid! What’s more, 
rust can also take its toll and cause certain parts to 
break, even in the middle of winter. This is a par¬ 
ticularly common problem with the connecting lines. 


Make sure your brakes are ready to handle the 
winter's first snowfall. 


Don’t be caught unprepared this winter 


It's a smart idea to keep a few handy items in your 
trunk. 


Winter is full of surprises. Unfortunately, not all 
of them are pleasant. You could leave for work one 
sunny morning and while you are busy toiling away. 
Mother Nature is dumping a few feet of snow on 
your vehicle. It is for reasons like this that it is im¬ 
portant to make sure you have everything you need 
to deal with this often inhospitable season. This in¬ 
cludes keeping a few tools and practical items in your 
trunk, just in case. But that doesn’t mean you have 
to fill your trunk with every tool in your garage. 
The key is to load your trunk with only the necessi¬ 
ties. A good snowbrush is one good example. They 
come in a variety' of models, including elaborate ver¬ 
sions that can be folded up into a compact size. Other 
necessities include a shovel, traction-aid accessories 
that give tires the grip they need to get out of icy 
messes, and a small toolbox that includes a flash¬ 
light, matches and a candle, which can help keep 
you warm if your car breaks down on an empty high¬ 
way one night. 

Some drivers choose to keep additional items in 
their trunks, such as jumper cables and a first aid 
kit, which is always a great idea-and not just during 
the winter. 


Have your radiator checked 


Normally, auto experts will tell you to check your 
radiator in the spring, since this is the time of year 
that cars generally start to overheat. But did you know 
that radiators play an equally important role in the 
winter? Winter temperatures are cold enough to keep 
your engine cool, right? Not necessarily. The truth is 
that engines can overheat, even in the winter. That’s 
why your radiator has to be in good working condi¬ 
tion all year long. If it isn’t, your vehicle will not run 
as efficiently and it could even damage your engine. 


And don’t think that just because your radiator isn’t 
leaking that it is in good condition. 

What’s more, old or defective radiators will affect 
your vehicle’s heating ability. So if you are having 
your radiator checked for the winter, ask your me¬ 
chanic to also check the thermostat. If you are no 
longer able to comfortably heat your vehicle’s inte¬ 
rior, have the small heater radiator and all the wires 
that attach the engine to the heating/cooling sys¬ 
tem verified as well.

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Don’t drive without winter tires during cold months 


Invest in your safety with a good set of winter tires. 


It’s a strange phenomenon. Winter comes to 
Canada every single year, but drivers always seem 
surprised when the first storm of the season hits.

This task requires a bit of elbow grease and will 
take up the better portion of a nice autumn after¬ 
noon, but it is well worth the effort. If you don’t have 
the time to do it yourself, take your vehicle to a spe¬ 
cialized workshop where they will do it for you.

Often the problem is not with the doors, but 
the lock.

I thought I was really 
smart.” 

Four days later Tara skipped school 
and for the first time she took a hit of 
acid. 

“They offered me this poison and I 
took it.

Every time the 
police caught her. Tara would call her 
parents who helped her get out of jail. 
Once outside, she would run away. 

Finally at 16, when a break-and-en- 
ter went wrong, Tara found herself back 
at the police station. She phoned her 
parents, but this time they said they 
wouldn’t help her. 

“My mom said it was the best place 
for me.” 

Tara was sentenced to four months 
in jail. As she was being hauled away, 
she told the judged the sentence she was 
given would be easy to serve. But after 
the second day, she started to go through 
withdrawals that included fits of vom¬ 
iting. 

“All I could do was curl up into a ball 
and cry,” she said. 

Tara was the only woman at the 
prison where she was sent and was seg¬ 
regated from the rest of the prison popu¬ 
lation for obvious reasons. 

Eventually she started to feel better 
and instead of being sick, she became 
mad. Breaking everything she could get 
her hands on didn’t get the attention 
she was hoping for. 

She was put in “the hole” for as long 
as a week. The room was small and al¬ 
ways lit. The only way she could figure 
out the time was by observing what they 
fed her. 

After her sentence was served, Tara 
returned to the street and received a job 
offer from a biker gang. 

She was to collect money from peo¬ 
ple that owed it for drugs. One guy 
couldn’t pay and Tara beat him with a 
pool ball until he was a bloody mess. 
Another time during a confrontation 
one of Tara’s accomplices stabbed a man 
over $100.

A fter a life o f streets 
and crime , Tara 
Gladun talks to 
students about 
decisions they make

Tara Gladun is very open and hon¬ 
est about the choices she has made in 
her life. 

When she was 12 years old she made 
a bad choice about the people she hung 
around with. That decision led to other 
decisions, also poorly made, and Tara’s 
life became one of wrong turns and dire 
consequences including a prison term. 

Tara, who now in her late 20’s has 
her life back on track, gave a two-hour 
presentation to Westglen students last 
week about her choices and how they 
affected her and others. 

“Choices are like throwing a stone 
into water,” said Tara. “There is a rip¬ 
ple affect and one choice can affect a lot 
of people.” 

Tara said when she was 12 years old 
she wasn’t considered as one of the cool 
kids at her school. 

“I was a tom-boy and other kids 
teased me quite a bit because of that. I 
was different. I really wanted to fit in 
and I really wanted people to like me.” 
Tara said that her friends at the time 
were just like her in the fact they got 
teased on a regular basis as well. But 
there was a group of kids at school that 
were considered to be cool. They kept 
their distance from teachers, drank and 
did drugs. Nobody teased them. 

Tara said one girl in that group 
started to pay some attention to her and 
she slowly was more accepted by the 
dangerous group. As she hung out more 
and more with her new friends, Tara 
noticed there was more and more dis¬ 
tance between her and her old friends. 

Tara started to smoke and drink but 
initially was afraid to try drugs once 
she started to run with the new crowd. 
She said the fact she didn’t partake in 
the drugs made her different again and 
she began to get teased for that reason. 
At one party the need to fit in affected 
Tara enough that she decided to try 
drugs. She said she was very afraid 
about the possibility of becoming ad¬ 
dicted to marijuana, but a friend told 
her that only losers could ever get ad¬ 
dicted. The excuse was enough for Tara 
and soon she was a constant user of 
marijuana, hash and hash oil. 

Soon all of the money that Tara’s 
parents gave her was going towards a 
drug habit. Her parents began to won¬ 
der why she never had anything to show 
for the money she was given and soon 
they were asking her questions.

QUESTION: My child is afraid of the dark. How can I 
lessen this fear? 

DR. DOBSON: I consulted with another mother who 
was also worried about her 3-year-old daughter's fear of 
the dark. Maybe her story will be helpful to you. Despite 
the use of a night-light and leaving the bedroom door open, 
Marla was afraid to stay in her room alone. She insisted 
that her mother sit with her until she went to sleep each 
evening, which became very time-consuming and incon¬ 
venient. If Marla happened to awaken in the night, she 
would call for help. It was apparent that the child was not 
bluffing; she was genuinely frightened. Fears such as this 
are not innate characteristics in the child; they have been 
learned. 

Parents must be very careful in expressing their own 
fears because their youngsters are inclined to adopt those 
same anxieties. For that matter, good-natured teasing can 
also produce problems for a child. If a youngster walks 
into a dark room and is pounced upon from behind the 
door, he has learned something from the joke: The dark is 
not always empty! In Marla’s case, it is unclear where she 
learned to fear the dark, but I believe her mother inad¬ 
vertently magnified the problem. In her concern for Marla, 
she conveyed her anxiety, and the child began to think 
that her fears must be justified. “Even Mother is worried 
about it.” 

The fright became so great that Marla could not walk 
through a dimly lit room without an escort. It was at this 
point that the child was referred to me. I suggested that 
the mother use a process known as “extinction” to change 
Marla’s pattern of fear. 

She needed to help her see that there was nothing to be 
afraid of. (It is usually fruitless to try to talk a child out 
of fears, but it helps to show that you are confident and 
unthreatened in response to them.) The mother bought a 
package of stars and created a chart that showed how a 
new CD player could be “earned.” 

Then she placed her chair just outside Marla’s bedroom 
door. Marla was offered a star if she could spend a short 
time (10 seconds) in her bedroom with the light on and the 
door open. This first step was not very threatening, and 
Marla enjoyed the game. It was repeated several times; 
then she was asked to walk a few feet into a slightly dark¬ 
ened room with the door still open while Mother (clearly 
visible in the hall) counted to 10. She knew she could come 
out immediately if she wished. Mother talked confidently 
and quietly. 

The length of time in the dark was gradually length¬ 
ened. and instead of producing fear, it produced stars and 
eventually a CD player — a source of pleasure for a small 
child. 

Courage was being reinforced; fear was being extin¬ 
guished. The cycle of fright was thereby broken, being re¬ 
placed by a healthier attitude. Extinction may be useful in 
helping your own child overcome her fear of the dark. In 
summary, the best method of changing a learned behavior 
is to withhold its reinforcement while rewarding its re¬ 
placement. 

QUESTION: You have described the nature of willfully 
defiant behavior and how parents should handle it. But 
does all unpleasant behavior result from rebellion and diso¬ 
bedience? 

DR. DOBSON: No. Defiance can be very different in 
origin from the “challenging” response I've been describ¬ 
ing. A child’s negativism may be caused by frustration, 
disappointment, fatigue, illness or rejection. Therefore, it 
must be interpreted as a warning signal to be heeded. Per¬ 
haps the toughest task in parenthood is to recognize the 
difference between these behavioral messages. A child’s re¬ 
sistant behavior always contains a message to his par¬ 
ents, which they must decode before responding. For ex¬ 
ample, a disobedient youngster may be saying, “I feel un¬ 
loved now that I’m stuck with that screamin' baby brother. 
Mom used to care for me; now nobody wants me. I hate 
everybody. ” 

When this kind of message underlies the defiance, the 
parents should move quickly to pacify its cause. The art of 
good parenthood, then, revolves around the interpretation 
of behavior.

The man didn’t die but was unable to go to the 
hospital because he was a criminal. It was then that 
Tara realized when you are a criminal you are not 
protected at all. 

Tara's job also included finding girls to come to the 
gang’s parties. She said she would find girls who 
smoked and drank and brought them to the multi-day 
events. When some of the girls arrived at the party 
they were held down by the men and given drugs in¬ 
travenously. Often those girls became addicted to the 
drugs after a couple of doses and ended up as prosti¬ 
tutes for the gang. 

In one year Tara had three friends die on the street. 
One was a girl she brought to a party that eventually 
became a prostitute. She was beaten, raped and left 
for dead. Foxes got her body. 

“I often wondered if she cursed my name when she 
died,” said Tara. “She made one bad choice and that 
was to come with me and she ended up dead. It still 
bothers me.” 

Tara became afraid of the streets. She knew if she 
stayed on the streets she would die somehow - whether 
it was murder or overdosing on drugs. 

After a couple failed attempts at going home she 
finally returned and went back to school. She was 
determined to finish as fast as she could. Her street 
life followed her for a while and she was put in the 
hospital after being severely beat on the way home 
from school. 

Eventually she graduated. But her old life found 
her one last time. As she was looking at college appli¬ 
cations at a food court and old friend came and sat 
with her. Unknown to Tara the girl had just been in a 
store shoplifting and when the police came to get her 
both girls were arrested. Tara received a criminal 
record when she was found guilty of a conspiracy 
charge. 

"My story is not unique,” Tara told the Westglen 
students. “There are hundreds of people with the same 
story as me. But I know all of you here made a good 
choice today. You are all here at school.” 

Today Tara works for the Alberta Seven Steps So¬ 
ciety and talks to hundreds of schools a year. She is 
off drugs and alcohol, is married and has two kids. 
She has an excellent relationship with her parents 
and is trying to make amends for her old life by talk¬ 
ing to students. She is off the streets now but her old 
life still haunts her. especially when it comes to her 
own children. 

“It scares me so much,” she said. “But 1 will tell 
them everything eventually.”

- Robert Browning. Nellie Shoebottom died peacefully, comfortably, and "with all her marbles" October 
I 5th, 2002 at her residence in Edmonton. The sixth child of Cora and Charles Wilson of Missouri, Nellie w as 
born at Airdrie in 1006 shortly after the family's immigration to Canada. They homesteaded in the "Fallen 
Timber" area (near Cremona) before moving to a farm closer to Didsbury in the fall of 1910. Nellie went to
